Growth of the Dominion 



A great and powerful nation is gra- 
dually but surely going up on the 
northern end of this continent. Youth- 
ful as it is, Canada claims the fourth 
rank among Iho maritime powers of 
tho world. Wn are not sure that it in 
not entitled to the third. During the 
last year covered by reliable statistics, 
upwards of six millions and a half of 
tons of shipping entered her ports, 
while nearly as much cleared. Of those 
ships, about two-thirds carried her own 
flag, and traded with all parts of the 
civilized world. In addition to her 
large and respectable fleet of mer- 
chantmen, sho has a fleet of twenty 
thousand vessels of all classes engag- 
ed in the fishing business. It is esti- 
mated that tho number of persons sup- 
ported almost entirely by this indus- 
try alone exceeds two hundred thou- 
sand souls. The actual value of tho 
annual product of the fisheries is «sti- 
niated at toil millions in round num- 
bers, showing a rapid increase in the 
yield of tho nation's immense and in- 
exhaustible sea-farm. The exports for 
the last accounted-for year amounted 
in round numbers to eighty-three mil- 
lions, and tho imports to one hundred 
and eight millions. Towards the ag- 
gregate of exports, British Columbia 
contributed, in round numbers, two 
millions, Manitoba only eighty-five 
thousand five hundred. Of all the 
Provinces this is the only one whoso 
exports exceed its imports. During the 
year ending Juno 1872 Manitoba import- 
ed a trifle over a million, and paid about 
fortv-seven thousand duty thereon, while, 
in tho same yoar, British Columbia im- 
ported a million and three quarters, pay- 
ing three hundred and forty-two thou- 
sand in duty. Tho principal items in tho 
export trade of tho Dominion are, — tho 
products of the forest, twenty-four mil- 
lion; products of tho field, thirteen mil- 
lion and a half; products of tho pasture, 
nearly thirteen million. It will lie ad- 
mitted that, for a country whoso history 
is but of yesterday and whoso population 
counts only four millions, tho above is 
not a bad showing. And yet, viewed in 
tho light of tho future and tho almost 
boundless capacity for expansion, this is 
only tho day of small things with Canada. 
Onco a way* into her great North-west 
shall have been opened up and the human 
tide over westward flowing guided thither, 
and tho young nation will bound on- 
ward as no nation ever did before. A 
large and vigorous policy of judicious 
colonization is what appears to bo most 
wanted. The territory, the varied ai.d 
salubrious climate, tho fertile and wait- 
ing soil, — all tho natural resources and 
conditions are there in orodigal abun- 
dance. Man aloue is wanting; and to the 
overcrowded and down-trodden popula- 
tions of tho old world, Canada says, come ! 

Tlie Chinese Question. 

The reader will have observed that 
the motion for levying a tax upon 
Chinese residents has again been nega- 
tived by the Legislature. It will also 
have been observed that the existence 
of the grievance and the desirableness 
of the tax wore admitted by nearly 
overv member wljo had anything to 
say upon the question. Indeed, the 
senior member for Esquimalt appears 
to stand alone ns the advocate of Chi- 
nese labour. But, while admitting 
the existence of the grievance, mem- 
bers appear for the most part content 
to fold their arms and express regret, 
more or less sincere, that the Legislature 
cannot deal with the matter. Nov,-, 
even admitting for the sake of argu- 
ment that tho constitutional disability 
pointed out by legal members does 
exist, wo confess that wo have no 
great resp set for this "cannot" argu- 
ment. Granted the grievance, surely 
it is the duty of every man to agitate, 
agitate until the power to grapple with 
tho evil shall bo obtained, instead of 
sitting down like inert school-boys 
before a difficult problem. But tb< re 
seems no good reason for conceding 
this so-called constitutional disability 
so zealously contended for by tho legai 
members of the House. It will be re- 
memembered that, during tho first 
session of the present Parliament, the 
very same constitutional objection 
was raised against a clause in the new 
franchise Act excluding Chine se, and the 
very same authorities were then quoted 
to sustain the objection. Ju consequence 
of that clause, the Bill was reserved for 
tho pleasure of tho Governor General. 
Wo need hardly remind the reader that 
tho objection was overruled at Ottawa 
and tho Bill sanctioned. And yet, in tho 
face of those facts, wo find those obsolete 
objections again urged with as much as- 
surance as if they had not been already 
overruled by supreme authority. We 
confess that our faith in tho Attorney- 
General as an authority upon constitu- 
tional points is not quite so strong as 
to lead us meekly to bow to his opinion, 
more especially when that opinion Las 
already boon demonstrated to bo erro- 
neous. At another timo wo may have 
something to say about tho disposition 
manifested by so many members to sur- 
render important rights and functions 
guaranteed by tho constitution, on the 
more epsi dixit of an authority by no 
means infalliblo.

First Provincial Legisla- 
tive Assembly. 

THIKD SESSION. 

Tuesday, .Tnu. 13tb. 
Tho Speaker took tlio Chair tit 2:05 
o'clock 

POSTAL. 

Mr. Smith moved rui adclross to reooni- 
mend to tho Dominion Government tUo 
expediency of establishing a Bomi-montU- 
ly mail between tho Okanagan Mission 
ami thoO'Koefo Post Oilice.at the head of 
tlio Lako;also, a semi-monthly mail in the 
Nicola Valley, between Olajiporton'a Poat 
Office and tho Mooro Bros., at tho head 
of tho Nicola Lake. 

The lion, gentleman stated that he mov- 
od this because of tho great distanco bo- 
tween tho present posroftiocs. 

Mr. Somlin seconded and the resolu- 
tion was carried. 

rniviLKOE. 

Hon. Mr. "Walkom roso to a question of 
privilege. Yesterday ho had character- 
ized language which ho understood to 
have been used by tho hou. member for 
Kootenay as impertinent. Ho (Mr. Wnl- 
kem) now believed that ho was mistaken 
in his construction of the words used, 
and now wished to express his regret 
for tho language ho had used. [Hear, 
hear. ] 

Mr. Mara said that tho explanation was 
entirely satisfactory. 

K.Ur.WAY RESERVE. 

Mr. Tvobson moved that, in the opinion 
of this House, it is highly desirable that 
the twenty-mile belt of land reserved for 
Railway purpo.-os, between Esqaunalt and 
Seymour Narrows, be at once thrown 
opon for settlement; and that a respectful 
Address bo presented to His Honor tho 
Limit. -Governor, recommending that the 
reservation bo removed. 

Thohon. mover denounced the20-miio 
railway reservation on tho East Coast as 
injurious, for were it not for this reser- 
vation English capitalists would bo pro- 
pared to develop our coal measures. But 
tho most serious olfaction was the injury 
the reservation was doing to tho agricul- 
tural interests. It was with a view to fa- 
cilitating tho settlement of tho agricul- 
tural lands on the East Coast, and devel- 
oping our coal rosources that ho moved 
this resolution. 

Mr. Smithe seconded. 

Hon. Mr.Walkem referred to the Terms 
of Union, whioh stipulate that tho con- 
struction of tho Railway shall bo com- 
menced within two years from tho date of 
Union. Those two years wero considered 
amply sufficient in which to perfect the 
surveys. The surveys were at onco com- 
menced and Sir John Macdonald contend- 
ed that ho had fulfilled the artielo agreod 
upon, tho surveys having been earned on 
in the Province at a cost of 8700,000. 
This Government had informed tlio Do- 
minion Government the agreement bad 
been broken. Tho Dominion Govern- 
ment contended that tho contract had 
been kept. In his (Mr. Walkem's) opin- 
ion the condition had been violated; but. 
tho motion, if carriod, would bo produc- 
tive of much mischiuf. | Mr- Walkeui 
here read a dispatch from Mr. Mackenzie 
promising to maintain tho Railway bond. ] 
When the Dominion Government stated 
that Eaquimalfc would bo tho wostorn tor- 
minus of the Railway, this Government 
thought they wero justified in making 
tho reservation. They also asked for a 
convevaneo of the land, but this Govern- 
ment declined to convoy it. Ho held that 
the Dominion Government had not kept 
their contract, and this Province was in a 
position to claim damages. The fact that 
tho Dominion Government hud not kept 
their part of the agreement was no reason 
why we should break ours. Supposing 
the* Dominion Government held that they 
were right, what a ridiculous position wo 
should be placed in by withdrawing this 
reservation. Ho hud it on good authori- 
ty that a corps of engineers, if asked, 
would stato that the construction com- 
menced with tho savveys. It behooved 
this House to move with cau- 
tion and to give the now 
ministry on tho other side of tho moun- 
tains tho opportunity to carry out tlio 
terms, they having already given this 
country the assurance that they would 
carry them out. Our main object was to 
aee the work successfully carried out, 
und if two years wore not suliicient in 
which to complete tho surveys, we ought 
to allow the clause to have some elasti- 
city. It was our duty to overlook minor 
considerations and to' press upon the Do- 
minion Government tho building of tho 
road within ten years. Tho other was 
merely an aucilliary stop towards tho 
groat "end. With this telegram before us 
we were bound to wait and and soo what 
steps would be taken by tlio new Govern- 
ment. It was no part of our duty to re- 
linquish one iota of the Terms of Union. 
Tin; work was undertaken with a view to 
making an Empire of^tho Dominion. 
What, then, wero the interests of a half- 
dozen settlers when compared with the 
future of the Dominion? If this reserve 
were raised nearly every aero of land be- 
tween Victoria and Seymour Narrows 
would be taken up, and tho Canadian 
Government; would say that however anx- 
ious they might be to makeEsquimalt the 
terminus, they would bo compelled to se- 
leot another route and another terminus. 
If their contention was correct' as to tho 
road having been commenced with tho 
surveys, we should be placed in a pitiable 
position, indeed. Tn tho interest of tlio 
Province, of the Dominion, and of this 
locality, ho held it would lie unwise and 
imprudent to raiso the reserve. 

Mr. Smitho roso to support tho reso- 
lution. He quoted from tho dispatch of 
the Provincial Government to the Do- 
minion Government, in whioh the former 
maintained that tho latter had no right to 
claim tlio belt. It' they had no right to 
claim it, why was it given ? Tho land 
was now locked up and settlers were pro- 
vented from occupying it. He ridiculed 
the idea that tho terminus would bo 
changed if this reservation wero raised. 
The lion, Attorney-General had taken tho 
view of Sir John Macdonald, that tho 
railway had been commenced in tho sur- 
veys that had been made; but Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's telegram bore a very different as- 
pect, when ho stated that bis 6ehomo for 
commencing tho railway had been fore- 
shadowed in hiH Sarnia speech— showing 
that he did not regard the road as having 
been commenced. Tho looking up of the 
land had proved most pernicious to tho 
interests of tho East Coast — had driven 
uway settlors, and was still driving thorn 
away. Wo novor oonlra-tod to build a 
railway. Wo agreed to reserve tlio land 



for two years; wo kept our agreement, 
and as soon as that period had olapsed all 
reserves should have been raised. 

Mr. Holbrook maintained that tho re- 
serve had been an injury to the Province 
and had kept us baok. Tho Local Gov- 
ernment had tried to forco tho road in ouo 
direction and had thus injured tho Island 
as well as tho Mainland. Ho referred to 
tlio supply of this market with foroigu 
bcof, etc., and ridiculed tho proposed 
route by Bute Inlot as being tho longest 
and least productive of good. Ho. hold 
that the time had arrived when th's re- 
servo should bo removed and ho would 
vote for I lie resolution. 

Mr. MoCreight regarded this as ono of 
tho most important questions that would 
come before the Houso this session and 
ho hoped every mombor would express 
his views upon it. Was this Houso pre- 
pared to say that tho piece of land bo- 
tweon Victoria and Seymour Narrows was 
not a part of tho land required for the 
Railway. If we como to the conclusion 
that this land does not lie along the lino 
of railway, wo roleaso tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment from all obligation to build a 
lino from Victoria to Nanaimo. Tho plain 
moaning of the motion, if carried, is to 
ask tho Dominion Government not to 
build a road along tho Island. Tho plain 
English of tho resolution was that we 
wero called on to break tho Terms of 
Union. Was it to be supposed that this 
land was to bo kopt locked up for years ? 
We contend that tho Dominion Govern- 
ment has not kept its Tonus. They con- 
tend that they have kept them and if we 
withdraw tho reserve we surrender the 
Railway clause. Nothing could bo more 
foolish than to trine with this term. The 
hou. member for Now Westminster had 
put it clearly that ho wanted the terminus 
and the lino* of Railway changed. The 
Island members should have been tho 
last to move in that direction, for unless 
wo were prepared to say that wo relin- 
quished all claim- to the route and the 
terminus this rosorvation Bhould be main- 
tained. If tiis foolish resolution wero 
passed tho Dominion Government would 
take us atour word and say, now wo will 
build tho road when wo please. We 
should keep ourselves in such a position 
that wo could say to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, keep your promises, we have 
keep ours. Ho would also like to ask 
whether wo could givo a good titlo to any 
of these lauds. He doubted it very much 
and thought that settlers wonld light shy 
of claims in that District. For his part 
ho regretted that tlio matter iiad ever been 
brought up. It would not raiso our 
character with tho Canadians to find that 
wo had discussed tho question at all. He 
did not ngreo with tho lion, mover in 
thinking that tho Canadian Government 
would allow theso lands to lay idle. Ho 
thought wo ought to keep the Terms re- 
ligiously, and if wo trifled with any of 
them wo should bitterly regret it. We 
ought to place ourselves in such a posi- 
tion that, if thoy refused to carry out 
their side, we could point them out to the 
wholo world as men who were unwilling 
to fulfil their promises, and then all tbo 
members of the Dominion Government 
Would feel obliged to perform their con- 
tract in order to maintain the credit of 
the country. He belioved many in Cana- 
da wou'd look upon any failure on our 
part as a happy release from the contract, 
and he called upon hon. members to throw 
aside this motion and show thereby that 
wo intoudod to keep faith. (Applause.) 

Mr. Booth was of opinion that wo had 
no power over this land; wo had trans- 
ferred it to Cuuada and wero receiv- 
ing money in consideration of it sinco 
Confederation, and now how could wo 
take that which no longer belonged to us? 
Wo had made the bargain nnd wo ought 
to stick to it. Ha considered wo had no 
further control over tho laud and that the 
motion was inexpedient. 

Mr. Bnnster was sorry to hear tho lion, 
senior member for Victoria lay such stress 
on the Terms of Union. Why, tlio Cana- 
dians bad broken the Terms over and 
over again. Thoy had taken the Customs 
and Excise and had sont foreigners to 
govern us and told us, practically, that 
wo were not lit to govern ourselves. He 
alluded to the farce of stake driving at 
Esquimalt. Thou tho hon. senior member 
for Victoria calls upon members to sup- 
port tho Terms! Support the Terms, in- 
deed! What wero thoy ? The Canadians 
had dangled a plum before us which we 
had now been grabbing after for years 
and had not got it yet. (Laughter. J 
We should be better on if thero was a 
clause whereby we could withdraw from 
tbo Union. Nature had done everything 
for us but the Government had dono 
nothing. 

Mr. Robertson would like to express 
his opinion on tho matter. It would bo 
well to step out of our own narrow local 
politics and consider somewhat the posi- 
tion of tho Canadians as well as ourselves, 
He agreed with, the junior member for 
Cowichan that wo should loso part of tho 
subsidy if wo took back tho lands in ques- 
tion and that it would re-open the Terms 
of Union. Wo ought also to consider 
how this would square with tho policy of 
tho Dominion Government. Ho need 
scarcely tell tho hon. gentlemen that the 
bait which caught British Columbia, was 
tho promise to construct tho Railway with 
the terminus on tlio Pacific. Tho Into 
Government of Canada perished, ho 
might say, in the attempt to carry out 
theso terms, and the present ho felt cer- 
tain would carry them out only so far a3 
respect for tho honor of tho country com- 
pelled them. The dill'iculties of the pro- 
sent Dominion Government might be in- 
creased by tho coming general election. 
Thoy had already proposed -to depart 
somewhat from the scheme laid down by 
Sir John A. Macdonald, and should wo 
now insist on modifications wo should find 
that Canada cou'd play at that game, per- 
haps a littlo better than wo could. Our 
only chance was to bo ablo and willing to 
insist on tbo building of tho Railway us 
tho ono grand condition of Union which 
could not bo consummated till tho road 
was finished. If we, from motives of 
mere local expediency, withdrew this re- 
servation, wo siiould be cutting our own 
throats, for if as ho bolioved it was prob- 
ablo.aftor all that thoy might wish to givo 
tho contract to n company instead of 
building tho road as a national work wo 
might bo told that our action in this mat- 
tor had shaken tho faith of capitalists in 
their ability to convey lands to tliom nnd 
so throw difficulties in tho way of floating 
tho enterprise, and that wo must boar tbo 
oonsequonoes of our folly. Ho would 
movo an amendment to tho effect that all 
the words after Houso in tho lirst line bo 
struok out, and tho following inserted, 
"in viow of tho importance of this Pro- 
vineo faithfully doing and observing all 
that inny bo roqnired by the Terras of 
Union in order to ontitlo hor to the 
prompt and faithful perforraanoo by Ca- 



nada of her part of said torms that tho 
twenty-mile holt for railway purposes, 
between Esquimalt and Seymour Narrows 
bo still kept in reserve." 

Mr. MoCreight seconded. 

Mr. Smitho did not think Hint there 
was anything to break tho terms of Union 
in tho resolutions. Ho road from tho 
eleventh section of tho terms of Confeder- 
ation, and contended that there was noth- 
ing at all in the terms of Union which 
gave the Dominion Government the right 
to ask for a rosorvation such as at present 
existed, neither was there anything in 
them which warranted this Government 
iu making the reservation. There was an 
itom in the 11th Section whioh possibly 
might bo construed into a claim hold by 
the Dominion Government to have tho 
land convoyed to them in trust, and if 
this had boon dono by this Government 
tbo result could scarcely havo boon as 
bad ns at present, for thou tho Dominion 
Government could and probably would 
hnvo placed tho hind in tho market, and 
tbo only difference it would havo made to 
settlers would havo been that thoy would 
bayo had to got it from tho Dominion 
Government instead of from the Provin- 
cial. If he thought tbo resolution had 
n tendency to break tho contract wo 
had made with tho Dominion ho would 
at onco withdraw from it his support. 
He denied, however, that it bad any such 
tendency and ho challenged any gentlo- 
man to point out a single item in tho con- 
tract that would bo effected by this reso- 
lution. What his colleague bad said 
about tbo Dominion Government with- 
drawing from us 8100,000 per annum was 
absurd. 

Mr. Humphreys was opposed to tho 
opening up of the Terms of Union by any 
member, no matter whether he. was a 
member of theGoverninent or not; but ho 
could scarcely help making n few remarks 
upon the contrast between tho conduct of 
tho hou. member for Esquimalt on this 
occasion nnd his courso a few days back 
when bo opposod tho proposal of the 
Government on tho capitalization scheme. 
Then, ho said their proposal was too good 
to bo true and would have supported 
them if ho could havo belioved that they 
couhl got the dock at Esquimalt; and now 
ho opposes this proposition tooth nnd 
nail simply because it would reopen the 
Terms of Union. Tbo hou. member said 
ho quite approved of the policy of doing 
our best to bind the Canadians, but if it 
were found that after all wo could not 
make them adbero to tho Torms ho was 
ready even for secession. In the nioan- 
time he must say that tho Government 
capitalization scheme would do mora 
than anything else to kill tho railroad. 
He agreed with the boa. member for Es- 
quimalt in his opinion of Canadian poli- 
tics and politicians, and thought we 
ought to oppose any alteration of tho 
Terms either by Government or private 
members, and hoped Mr. Robson would 
withdraw the resolution. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven Baid that after the 
legal opinion given by such high authori- 
ties in this House to-day, he did not think 
tbo House could have any difficulty in 
deciding on the matter. Ho said it was 
desirable to enable us to fulfil our engage- 
ments at any moment when called on, and 
tbo reservation was simply to put ub in a 
position to do so. As to the remarks 
about Mr. Mackenzio having departed 
from the plan laid down by Sir John A. 
Macdonald, he thought wo had more to 
hope for from a manlike Mr. Mackenzie. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom took a similar view 
to tbo other legal gentlemen and insisted 
strongly on tho Terms of Union being 
observed, ant' thought we ought at least 
to await the arrival of t he promised dele- 
gate and givo him a chance to speak be- 
fore removing tbo reservation. 

Mr. Bnnster complained that tho Pro- 
vince bad sustained heavy loss by tho 
non-fulfilment of tho term by Canada and 
alluding to a remark of tho hon. Attor- 
ney-General about our having grounds 
for an action for damages, and said he 
w.-.s sorry tho Attorney-General had not 
taken stops to enter an action. 

Mr. Robson moved the adjournment of 
the debate, which was carried.
